The variation in the returns to 
the growers .on succeeding pools 
may be one cent a box or any 
amount up to one or two dollars a 
box. 

Because some groves are picked 
at the beginning of the pool and 
some at the end of the poo! (to il- 
lustrate by pools 2 and 3) mm us- 
ually happens that a number of 
groves are picked in pool 3 just 
before or on the same day or just 
atter a number of groves are pick- 
ed in pool 2, and such is the case 
at the end of every pool. 

That means that at the end of 
every pool the fruit from a num- 
ber of groves brings to the grow- 
er from one cent to two dollars less 
per box than fruit picked from a 
number of other groves during the 
same week or two of time brings 
to the other growers. 

I cannot believe that’ it is just 
or in the interest of harmonious 
and happy co-operation to pool our 
fruit by a plan that makes eight or 
nine occasions. each year when my 
fruit, picked on the same ‘day or 
within the same week as your fruit, 
is sure to bring me from one cent 
to two dollars a box more or less 
than your fruit brings you.- 

That is the inevitable consequence 
of having eight of nine pools a year 
or a pick a pool, as has been our 
custom. ? 

Those with experience say that a 
large percentage of our lemons 
picked in November, December and 
January will, as a rule, keep until 
June. 

The May and June market is us- 
ually as good a market to sell on 
as any during the year.

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The death of Frank White at his 
home, 693 Euclid Avenue, late Friday, 


December 29th, came as a great 
shock not only to his immediate fam- 
ily but to a very large number of 
friends. Mr. White was ill only for 
an hour or so before his death. 

Mr. White was born in England 
in 1862 and came out to Iowa with 
a brother, Ernest, to visit an uncle 
in 1879. A few months later he 
went to Wyoming, where he spent 
the next forty years of his life. 
Shortly after his arrival he married 
Miss Mary Atfield, and the young 
couple took up goyernment land and 
were true pioneers, paving the way 
amid hardships of weather and other 
difficulties for those coming later 
who inherited the splendid conditions 
in the cattle country around Sara- 
toga, Wyo. Mr. White joined the 
Independent Order of Oddfellows, 
then in its infancy, and helped or- 
ganise the first lodge in Wyoming. 
Two children were born: John, who 
is now married and still lives at 
Saratoga, and Frances, now Mrs. H. 
IF. Kincaid of Chino Drive. 

Four years ago Mr: and Mrs. White 
came to Upland and purchased the 
B. C. Nichols residence on Buclid 
Avenue, where they have lived ever 
since. Mr. White, having worked 
hard and made sufficient to live in 
comfort, was wise enough to do so, 
and thoroughly enjoyed his life 
among his friends and relatives here. 
His reason for coming to Upland 
was to be near his mother and 
brothers, two of whom live here and 
the third in Ontario, while another, 
Robert, lives at Long Beach. An- 
other brother, Walter, lives in Eng- 
land, and his only sister, Mrs. A. 
Lee, is a resident of Iowa. 

The funeral services were held yes- 
terday (Tuesday) afternoon at. two 
o’elock, in Draper’s Upland Chapel.

Free-for-all in  Upland's Mexican 
cuarter Monday night threatened to 
develop into a small riot when local 
police interfered.

Whereas, the Board of Directors of 
the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce deems such a law as that be- 
ing worked for by%’the California 
League for the Prevention of Crime 
necessary to the safety of citizens 
of California and their life and prop- 
erty, and 

Whereas the aforementioned Board 
of Directors deems the campaign for 
such a law to be capably managed 
by the executive committee of the 
League, composed of Victor Girard, 
Sheriff William I. Traeger and Chief 
of Police Louis D. Oaks; and to be 
unselfishly conducted by the various 
sub-committees made up of promin- 
ent_business men and citizens of the 
state, . 

Be it therefore resolved; that the 
Board of Directors of the Chamber 
of Commerce of Los Angeles lend its 
endorsement of the campaign for 
such a law regulating the sale and 
possession of firearms and _ other 
deadly weapons, as it is being con- 
ducted by the California League for 
the Prevention of Crime, and 

Be it further resolved that this 
directorate of the © aforementioned 
Chamber do recommend to every 
other’ Chamber of Commerce in the 
commonwealth of California, that 
they lend their endorsement to this 
movement in order to safeguard the 
life and property of the citizens of 
the state.

S. G. Berger, county auditor, re- 
signed his office yesterday, and on 


Annual Meeting of Jan. 8 will step out of county serv- 


ice. C. E. Hammer, chief deputy, 
will retire at the same time, leaving 
by virtue of the expiration of his 
appointment which he holds from 
Auditor Berger. 

‘The appointment of a successor 
to Mr. Berger will be made next 
Monday. Other than the statement 
that the new auditor would be a 
resident of Ontario, the supervisors 
yesterday made no comment on his 
identity. 

At the same time the supervisors 
will suggest to the new auditor that 
he name an expert accountant as 
his chief deputy. The supervisors 
will provide a salary of sufficient 


size to attract an expert accountant ~ 


into the county's service, planning 
that such an accountant will save 
more than his salary in decreasing 
the amount of work that is done by 
the expert accountants employed an- 
nually to audit the books of all de- 
partments. 
Ontario Man Considered 

It Was reported yesterday that an 
Ontario man is under consideration 
for the place as the chief deputy 
and accountant in the auditor's of- 
fice. 

In his letter of resignation § ad- 
dressed to the Board of Supervisors, 
Mr. Berger made it plain that he 
was resigning in compliance with 
the recommendation of the grand 
jury that “an entire new system of 
accounting be installed in the office 
of the county auditor, and that a 
complete change be made in the 
personnel of the auditor’s office.” 

Mr. Berger said he had “no de 
sire to obstruct any movement for 
the betterment of the public. ser- 
vice.” 

It was apparent that members of 
the Board of Supervisors expected 
Mr. Berger’s resignation. The al- 
ternative plan of action had been 
that charge of inefficiency would 
have been preferred against’ Mr. 
Berger and that the board would 
then hold a hearing on these charges 
and remove him, leaving the final 
determination in the hands of the 
court had Mr. Berger decided to re- 
sist the demand of the grand jury, 

Just what will be the organiga- 
tion of the auditor's office, other 
than the new auditor and his chief 
deputy has not been determined. 

Careful Survey Will Be Made 

There is to be a careful survey in 
connection with the installation of a 
complete new system of bookkeep 
ing to determine how many deputies 
will be required. The supervisors 
are seeking to devise a system by 
which the force may be eut.

The general tendency is to study 
of finance and currency almost wholly 
the point of view of increasing production, 
without providing for a more ‘effective dis- 
tribution of the goods when they are produced. 
Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, president of 
the Canadian Bankers Association, pointed out 
a year ago that Canadian manufacturing 
plants, employing 750,000 “people, produced 
goods worth upwards of $4,000,000,000 a year. 
Canadian statistics show that all forms of pro- 
duetion in the Dominion have a total money 
value of over $6,000,000,000 annually. The 
Canadian people consume less than half of this 
amount annually, measured in terms of money. 
So long as this excess of production over con- 
sumption can be maintained there is no doubt 
about Canada’s credit stability. As in other 
industrial countries, the problem before the 
Canadian people is rather one of more effec- 
tively distributing the abundance which they 
so easily produce and whieh in itself can be 
ereatly increased without any serious strain 
on the Nation’s resources.—Christian Science

Building Record 


With a total of 424 permits is- 
sued, representing an expenditure of 
$1,125,235, Ontario’s growth during 
the year just closed has been little 
short of marvelous. Many other 
Southern California cities of con- 
siderably greater populations are un- 
able to show records nearly as good 
and Ontario’s showing in the build- 
ing line is the more remarkable 
when it is pointed out that no single 
permit during the year exceeded five 
figures and that very few were in 
excess of four figures. 

More than half of the permits is- 
sued during the year, 240 to be 
exact, were for new dwellings. This 
is an average of more than four 
new ,dwellings a week for the en- 


tire year, and is looked upon as 
the surest indication of the city’s 
growth. 


But while the year 1922 broke all 
former building records in the _his- 
tory of Ontario, in the opinion of 
building contractors and others’ in 
close touch with the situation, the 
present year will set an even high- 
er mark. Plans for many structures 
are known to be now in the making. 

Of the past year, August hung up 
the high record with a total of 
$139,600; while October was a close 
second with $138,970; followed by 
April with ($132,325, November with 
$128,075, and January with $111,190. 
September. took the consolation 
prize with $51,625.

Stephens Appointee 
Judge Wilbur was originally ap- 
pointed associate justice by Governor 
Stephens and their mutual friends in-

In this 
event, the names most frequently 
mentioned as, probable appointees-are 
Justice W. A. Sloane, who was de- 
feated by a narrow margin at the re- 
cent election, and Justice Gavin W.

A part of the growers were dis- 
satisfied. The freeze came. It was 
decided to put the matter up te the 
annual meeting. At this meeting 
the question was not raised. Some 
of us thought of raising it, but were 
persuaded by others not to do so. 

The new board, which is the same 
as the old board with one exception, 
tock up the question and by a ma- 
jority vote adopted the plan which 
has been submitted to the members 
by mail. 

I think I am correct in the state- 
ment that each of the old members 
of the Board who voted for this plan 
did so as a compromise and for the 
sake of harmony. I was urged to 
do likewise, but I felt that the just 
pooling of the results is the most 
important thing in our whole co- 
overative organization and that | 
could not, by my silence, endorse 
the plan as submitted. 

My criticisms of the submitted 
plan are as follows: 

First——-The plan provides for too 
many pools, meaning that there will 
be just that many occasions where 
injustice is sure to be done to a 
number of growers, but I waive that 
objection, providing we can make 
the explanation and changes pro- 





vided for below. It is a step in 
the right direction in reducing the 
number of pools, and we will hope 
it is only the beginning. 

Second —It is planned on the basis 
of taking six weeks to make a pick 


around. I submit that during No- 
vember, December, January, Feb- 
ruary and March we should have a 


pick around every four weeks to 
get as much of our fruit removed 
from frost danger as possible. 

Last winter it was nine weeks and 
one day from the time the pickers 
entered my grove on Nov.~+16th un- 
til they entered it again on the 
afternoon of January 19th, the first 
day of the big freeze. I had a good 
picking of lemons on 62 acres of 
trees that should have been in the 
house. My picking of Nov. 16th 
was 3429 boxes, and I feel confident 
that three times that many lemons 
were up to size on my trees on Jan- 
uary 19th. That illustrates what my 
loss was from delay in picking. It 
may require a similar experience to 
impress other members with the im- 
portance of keeping the picking well 
up in the winter time. I have had 
my lesson. 

I understand that some persons 
have circulated the report that I 
delayed the picking myself and that 
I was in the habit of delaying the 
picking of my lemons. That, I want 
to characterize as a false report. 
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ors mean by the name “dark green 
fruit’ all of the good-keeping fruit 
that will keep until May, and that 
they mean by “light green fruit’ 
only the fruit about which there eis 
any doubt if it will keep and stand 
shipment in May. Anyway, it is the 
keeping qualities of the fruit that 
a govern and 

eclared. 

Fourth—When I first read _ this 
pooling plan, I thought it meant 
that the break between pool 4 and 
6 would come on June 1st, but a 
more careful study showed me that 
June Ist had nothing to do with it. 
Thai break is to come when six 
picks around have been made after 
Sept. ist. If each of those picks 
took six weeks that would make it 
June ist. If the picks took longer 
the break would be later than June 
ist, which would be better for being 
later. 

But if the picks around were 
speeded up to four weeks, as sug- 
gested above, that would make pools 
4 and 5 end in April, which is about 
the worst time for a break in the 
pools. 

My suggestion is that the plan be 
amended as to pool 4 so as to read: 

“Pool 4 shall begin when pool 3 
closes’and end when there has been 
a pick around of all groves after 
May 10th, and. shall include light 
green and tree ripes only.” 

If every grove is picked in pools! 
4 and 5 after May 10th, it will come 
so near cleaning off that season's 
crop and will make the picking that 
follows so small that the injustice, 
if any, which comes at éach break 
in the pools will be reduced to the 
minimum, making it a good time 
for the pool to end. Pool 5, the 
special dark green pool, will include 
the good-keeping fruit picked from 
some time in November to some 
time in June, and market fluctua- 
tions and inequalities will be dis- 
tributed and born in equal propor- 
tions by all of the good-keeping fruit 
picked during that period. 


I would suggest further that the 
members declare it as their wish 
that the expression “dark green,” 
where used, shall be construed to 
mean all of the fruit that the man- 
agement believes will keep until 
and stand shipment in the follow- 
ing May, even though technically 
light green in color., I would like 
to hear, also, their views as to fre- 
quent pickings during the hazardous 
cold months. 

The adoption of the amendment 
suggested above with the interpreta- 
tion of the meaning of the expres- 
sion “dark green” as suggested above 
will make this plan a wonderful step 
in advance in co-operation. 

Co-operation is a comparatively 
new thing in handling and market- 
ing products. 

It is not so easy to abandon the 
“every fellow for himself’ spirit that 
has held sway from the begifning 
of time, and adopt the spirit of the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber. 

Only a short time ago in our 
orange houses, a grower could have 
his fruit pooled by itself or he could 
say how much or how little he want- 
ed to put into any one of a num- 
ber of pools. That has been chane- 
ed with almost universal satisfac-

tion in almost -all associations to a 
season pool for navels and a season 
pool for valencias, with picks around 
of a uniform percent from all groves, 
In our Upland Citrus last month, 
by a unanimous vote, a_ proposal 
for a special early pool for those 
who wanted to pick early, was lim- 
ited to picking before January 10th. 
A pick a pool on lemons is a be- 
ginner’s step. It is still an ex- 
periment and it is full of injustices. 
College Heights of Claremont have 
three picks to a_ pool. That is 
three times as good as a pick a 
pool, 
I know of six associations which 
have one pool for lemons for the 


entire year. They are? Whittier 
Citrus, North Whittier Heights; La 
Habra Citrus, Leffingwell Rancho, 


Whittier’ Select and Whittier Orange 
and Lemon. 


Mr. N. T. Edwards is connected 
with three of these associations and 
was for several years a director of 
the California Fruit Growers’ Ex- 
change. Mr. Cumrine is manager of 
the La Habra Citrus. Both of them 
told me last week that they had 
yet to hear a singles man express 
dissatisfaction with the season pool 
on lemons. All their members were 
pleased’ with it. 


Compare that condition with the 
feeling that exists under our pick 
a pool system. 

I believe that one yearly pool 
would be satisfactory; that two 
pools, ‘with July 1st and November 
1st as their breaking points, would 
be equally so. 

As a first step, however, in the 
right direction, I would be happy 
if we could adopt the plan submit- 
ted by the board with the amend- 


ment suggested above, and the de- 
finition of the term “dark green 
fruit.” 


Don’t forget that this question is 
to be decided at the special meeting 
to be held next Saturday, January 
6th, at 1:30 pm, in I. O. O. F. 
Hall in Upland, and don't fail to 
be there.
